WILMINGTON - What better 
way to kick off the 
month of March than simulta- 
neously celebrating the life 
that was lived by one of 
Wilmington’s most beloved 
people and raising funds for a 
new scholarship that will help 
put two athletes one step closer 
to:college in the fall?

Before the superintendent moved 


into the Roman House... 


WILMINGTON - The office of 
the Superintendent of Schools 
is located in a building known 
as the Roman House. The name 
has nothing to do with the 
ancient city in Italy, but rather 
the name of a former owner of 
the house. 

Frank Roman was a whole- 
sale produce dealer in Boston 
who had contracts for supply- 
ing the Navy Yard and the 
Charlestown State Prison. He 
was a prosperous man. 


The house on Church Street 
was originally built by Charles 
Hudson, a merchant who had a 
store in Wilmington Square, 
which was then known as 
Hudson's Corner. Roman 
bought the house sometime 
around 1908, after Charlie 
Hudson had died. 

Roman laid out rows of apple 
trees where the high school 
now stands. In back, where the 
athletic fields are now, he had 
produce gardens. The hills of 
corn were precisely planted in 


Church on Middlesex Avenue, 
is being kicked off by Scanlon's 
family, namely, Kay, his wife 
and the community's Town 
Clerk, his sons, Steve, Rich and 
Michael, and his daughter, 
Susan.

Superintendent Woods: 
Water quality is “high”

WILMINGTON - According 
to Water and Sewer 
Superintendent Michael 
Woods, the quality of the water 
a. here in Wilmington is 


enough so that resi- 
ion should be able to drink 
and bathe without worry. 

At the request of Selectman 
George Hooper, Superintendent 
Woods appeared before the 
Board of Selectmen during its 
meeting on Monday, February 
25. According to Selectman 
Hooper, a briefing from Woods 
had become necessary in 
recent weeks because some 


people in town have communi- 
cated to him a number of con- 
cerns about the community's 
water supply. The concerns, 
said Hooper, ranged from some 
residents’ fears that harmful 
chemicals might exist in the 
water to the uncertainty of just 
how much of the resource 
remains available. 

“The water quality is very 
high,” said Woods. “The water 
is very good tasting. There are 
no chemicals that are going to 
hurt anyone. There are no 
problems with the quality of 
the drinking water.” 

According to Woods, there are 


two locations in town, the prop- 
erty of the Olin Corporation on 
Eames Street and the 
Spinazola Landfill, that do 
remain under close scrutiny 
because they are in close prox- 
imity to five of the town's 
wells. To date, said Woods, 
there are not any harmful con- 
stituents in the Olin plume and 
studies are being conducted to 
determine whether or not the 
contaminated materials at the 
Spinazola Landfill are migrat- 
ing closer towards the wells or 
stabilizing.

Violence erupts on Maureen Dr.

TEWKSBURY -  Gunshots 
were fired on Maureen Drive 
last weekend. 

On the morning of Saturday, 
February 23, the Tewksbury 
Police Department received a 
call from a_ resident on 
Maureen Drive whose personal 
property had sustained some 
malicious damage. Whea 
Sergeant Robert Fields and 
Officer Ryan Columbus report- 
ed to the scene, they discovered 
a bullet hole in the vehicle of 
the resident 

According to a witness, gun- 
fire broke out on Maureen 
Drive at approximately 3 a.m. 
that morning. At that time, 
three Asian men were seen 
standing in front of a vehicle 


that was parked at 41 Maureen 
Drive. At one point, a fourth 
individual emerged from the 
residence and began to flee the 
property. According to the wit- 
ness, it was then that one of the 
three men produced a gun, 
began waving it around and 
ultimately started firing shots 
at the fourth individual 

The individual who emerged 
from the house was able to flee 
the scene without getting shot 
According to the witness, the 
three~men then filed into the 
car in front of which they had 
been standing. They sped 
towards the dead end of 
Maureen Drive, turned around 
and raced up the road towards 
Pond Street. The witness has 
told authorities that gunshots

were fired from the car as it 
sped past 41 Maureen Drive. 
Upon the revelation that the 
malicious damage was actually 
the product of gunfire, Officer 
Leonard F. Bolton reported to 
Maureen Drive and joined 
Sergeant Fields and Officer 
Columbus in an investigation. 
Authorities snapped photo- 
graphs of the scene, ihcluding 
pictures of the bullet holes sus- 
tained by neighboring vehicles 
to 41 Maureen Drive. In partic- 
ular, police took a picture of the 
smashed rear window of one 
neighboring vehicle, which 
police believe was shattered by 
a gun blast. Sure enough, sev- 
eral shell casings were found 
around the vehicle. In fact,

Got questions about 
the Master Plan? 


It is easier to grasp a moratorium comprised of less than 25 words 
than it is to understand a Master Plan that fills more than 220 pages, 
which might suggest why Selectman Michael McCoy has gotten a lot of 
campaign mileage out of his proposed five-year building ban and the 
Master Plan Committee has had to work infinitely harder to get its word 
out. 

For the Master Plan Committee, though, hard work is nothing new: 
For more than two years this committee has held meetings, conducted 
surveys and created drafts of a proposal that dares to imagine the future 
and attempts to manage the growth that will get us there. The proposal 
for the Master Plan takes its chances, fully aware that it is a document 
that will likely prompt equal mixes of agreement and disagreement, 
high hopes and deep concerns 

All the more reason to provide it with the in-depth study and spirited 
debate that it deserves. The Town Crier encourages residents to attend 
a public forum that will be held by the Master Plan Committee at the 
Town Hall at 7:30 p.m. on Tuesday, March 7, Between now and the 
Annual Town Meeting in April, it is hard to imagine a better opportunity 
to have questions answered, facts learned and opinions heard.

Dear Editor: 

Iwish to remind theresidents of 
the Master Plan Committee's invi- 
tation to an open forum on Tues- 
day, March 5 at 7 p.m. at the town 
hall to discuss their proposal. Sev- 
eral questions that I have and would 
like to discuss involve the zoning 
changes in many areas of town 
that would accommodate the 
committee's proposed neighbor- 
hood activity centers. I think that 
we should keep aware of what our 
current zoning allows and com- 
pare this to what they propose. 
Keep in mind that these centers 
include the inclusion of hotels, res- 
taurants and lodging (refer to page 
66 of the Master Plan) as well as 
residential apartments that would 
be three to four stories in height or 
higher, if allowed by our Planning 
Board. I refer to page 67 of the 
proposed plan. I would also like to 
know if we have the proper 
firefighting and safety equipment 
to deal with such large structures 
spread throughout thetown. Ifnot, 
Twould like to hear a cost breakout 
ofthe equipment and manpower 
we would need to accommodate 
our safety concerns. 

T would also like to see a plan of 
how they propose to open up Olsen 


Avenue (which is located next to 
the “old” fire station, and the street 
is currently used as a parking lot 
for MBTA commuters) through to 
Main Street. I believe that they 
propose a neighborhood activity 
center included in their proposal. I 
believe that one of the lots that 
abut Olsen Avenue and would be 
developed is 2.135 acres. I refer to 
page 68 of the Master Plan. 
Lastly, the proposed Master 
Plan was developed using a town- 
wide survey to which 1,479 were 
returned. One question in their 


survey States that 71% of the people ~ 


who responded (1,064 people) stated 
that our rate of development was 
too rapid. I think we need to know 
how all of the zoning changes pro- 
posed in their plan (which aretown- 
wide) will slow down development. 

I again thank the Master Plan 
Committee for all of its efforts but 
dobelievethat these zoning changes 
will adversely affect our commu- 
nity. I look forward to this forum 
on March 5 and encourage the 
Master Plan Committee to use the 
media and WCTV to explain their 
plan in detail.

Wilmington Company penalized 


WILMINGTON - MARCOR 
Remediation Inc. of Wilmington 
and Diamond Staffing Services of 
Lawrence have paid penalties of 
$8,500 and $3,500 respectively to 
the Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection for vio- 
lating state asbestos regulations, 

The money from the penalties 
will go into the state's Environ- 
mental Challenge Fund, which is 
used to clean up hazardous waste 
sites around the state. 

The violations were discovered 
during a routine DEP inspection of 
an asbestos removal project at 
Norton Company in Worcester on 
June 21,2001. The companies, which 
are both licensed asbestos con- 
tractors, were working on the 
project together. MARCOR super- 
vised and Diamond Staffing pro- 
vided the workforce. 

The DEP observed the compa- 
nies breaking asbestos transite 
panels, in violation of standard 
procedures, as they were being 
removed from the exterior of a 

. The companies failed in 
other ways to conduct the asbestos 
removal in a manner that pre-

vented the release of asbestos fi- 
bers into the ambient air, The 
amount of asbestos released atthe 
site was not determined. 

Both companies were required 
to correct the violations and cbm- 
plete the job using proper prdce- 
dures. The penalties were included 
in administrative consent orders 
approved by the DEP and the cbm- 
panies. 

“Fortunately, we discovéred 
these violations before the job was 
finished and were able to prevent 
any additional releases,” said Bob 
Golledge, director of the DEP’s 
Central Regional Office. “It’s' ex- 
tremely important for compahies 
handling asbestos to follow'the 
regulations and make sure appro- 
priate steps are taken to contain 
these materials.”

Superintendent 
Woods renewed his assertion 
that the Massachusetts Water 
Resources Authority (MWRA) 
remains a “safe and reliable” 
alternative for water. Woods 
maintained that a connection to 
the MWRA would come in 
handy if ever Wilmington was 
faced with contamination, a 
drought, a disaster at a water 
treatment plant, a major break 
in a water main or any other 
matter that the Department of 
Environmental Protection 
might deem a legitimate emer- 
gency. If, said Woods, 
Wilmington does not connect to 
the MWRA water supply in the 
future, then it could lead to the 
compromise of the fire depart- 
ment and a variety of watering 
bans imposed on residents. 

Currently, Wilmington has 
written agreements with 
Woburn, North Reading and 
Burlington that enable all four 
communities to share their 
water supplies on a short-term 
basis in the event that emer- 
gencies occur. 

At the moment, the town is 
exploring alternatives to the 
MWRA, but should a hook-up to 
its system ultimately occur, 
then it would cost the commu- 
nity at least $8 million, a sum 
that is broken down according- 
ly: $75,000 for the process by 
which the town must apply to 
the MWRA; $500,000 for the 
Massachusetts Environmental 
Protection Agency process,

which, actually, costs $250,000 
but has been rolled by the town 
into a Comprehensive Water 
Resource Management Plan for 
both the water supply and 
sewer system; $2.1 million for 
the likely direct connection to 
the MWRA pipeline at 
Mishawum Road; and $5 mil- 
lion for an entrance fee into the 
MWRA. The Olin Corporation 
and others would likely pitch in 
to pay the cost of the 
Mishawum Road connection, 
which would ultimately be 
financed by the town’s capital 
outlay budget. The $5 million 
“MWRA_ membership fee” 
would be paid during a 20-year 
period, with the first payment 
possibly coming in at $500,000. 
* WATER PUMPING HISTO- 
RY. Superintendent Woods pro- 
vided the Board of Selectmen 
with a chart that demonstrated 
how many gallons of water that 
the people of Wilmington have 
pumped annually during the 
past 41 years. A peak pumping 
period in Wilmington, said 
Woods, occurred in the late 
1980s. During the recession of 
the early 1990s, pumping 
dropped, only to pick up again 
when economic times were 
good later in the decade. For 
the past three years, though, 
water-pumping in Wilmington 
has trended downward, in that 
the town withdrew 1.12 billion 
gallons in 1999, 1.06 billion gal- 
lons in 2000 and 1.02 billion gal- 
lons in 2001. The downward

trend, in part, can be attributed 
to a voluntary watering ban in 
the summer of 2000 and a 
mandatory one in 2001, in 
which residents and business 
owners were only allowed to 
water their properties on set 
days. 

Selectman Scott Garrant 
asked Woods if the downward 
trend of water-pumping will 
stabilize or continue. 

“It depends on what the econ- 
omy does,” answered Woods. 
“If I were to make an educated 
guess, though, I would say that 
the trends would stay down for 
a while, maybe the next two or 
three years, anyway.”

Department of Environmental 
Management has authorized 
Wilmington to withdraw as 
many as 3.56 million gallons of 
water a day from its resources, 
but in 2001 the town tapped 
approximately 3.2 million gal- 
lons daily, so a current surplus 
of roughly 405,000 gallons has 
been created.

It was called by many as the 
best final match of the day, but for 
Wilmington High’s Derek Hanley 
it was a tough one to swallow. 

The junior wrestler, who be- 
came the program's fourth Divi- 
sion } state champion a week ago, 
was matched up against Lowell's 
Dave Provencher in the 140-pound 
final during Saturday's all-state 
meet held at Salem High. Hanley 
had a 43 lead going into the final 
period, but lost 6-5, on a controver- 
sial call and a takedown by 
Provencher. Thus, that left Hanley 
as the second best 140-pound wres- 
tler in the entire state, while he 
also put his name into the school 
record books by being the only 
wrestler to ever place at the all- 
state meet. 

Hanley’s second place finish 
from Saturday advanced him to 
this weekend's New England Meet 
which will be held at Roger Will- 
iams College in Bristol, Rhode Is- 
land. Hanley will take on the third 
ranked Vermont wrestler Joe 
Desabrais in the first round. If 
Hanley wins that, he'll face Jake 
Doerfler of Timberlane, NH. He’s 
the returning NH champion who 
defeated Hanley, 5-1, during this 
year's Haverhill Invitational tour- 
nament. 

If Hanley loses the first match 
inthe New Englands, he only stays 
alive as long as Desabrais keeps 
winning. If Hanley wins his first 
two matches, he'll become the sec- 
ond WHS wrestler to place at the 
New Englands. Billy Tate, who 
was the program's first ever state 
champion in 1997, placed fifth at 
the New Englands in the same 
year. 

“I would've liked to have wonit, 
but it was tough,” said Hanley. 
“My game plan was to take him 
down and let him back up (over 
and over). But I made a stupid 
mistake in the second round which 
cost me.” 

Hanley and head coach Mike 
Pimental took that strategy into 
the match because they knew 
Provencher — who took second in 
New England last year as wall «~ 
being a Lowell Holiday tournament 
champion, a sectional, state and 
all-state champ this year - because 
Provencher was very good on top 
where he could wear down Hanley, 
who was battling bronchitis. 

The two of them battled it out in 

the first round but it ended score- 
less. Hanley was able to score two 
points at the start of the second 
round on takedown, and then he 
gave up the escape point to 
Provencher making it 2-1. Over the 
next few seconds, Hanley was given 
a warning for stalling, and that 
proved to be detrimental later on. 
Late in the second round with the 
score 2-2, Hanley again took 
Provencher down getting two 
ints. 
“But there was four seconds 
left,” said Hanley. “I should have 
just rolled on him for the four 
seconds and I would have been up 
42." 

Instead Provencher scored on 
another escape point making it 43 
after two periods. 

Inthe third period the two wres- 
tlers were neutral and were bat- 
tling it out. However, the referee 
thought Hanley was stalling and 
this time he awarded a point to 
Provencher, to tie the score at 44. 

“I think the referee was wrong 
with that choice,” said Pimental. 
“Derek took him down twice and 
Provencher only scored on escape 
points which we gave him. Usually 
when someone is stalling they are 
looking at the clock to see how 
much time is left. Derek was the 
one who left Provencher go with 
four seconds left in the second pe- 
riod.

For the eighth straight year 
the Wilmington High ice hockey 
team has qualified for the Divi- 
sion 2 North state tournament. On 
Friday night the team will take on 
Salem in the first round at 
Watertown at 6:00 pm. 

As good of a tradition that the 
Wildcats have, Salem seems to 
haveturned their tradition around 
this year. The match-up against 
the Wildcats will be the first post- 
season game the program has 
played in 57 years. 

“(Salem) They have had the 
year of their life,” said Wilming- 
ton coach Steve Scanlon. “I know 
we'll be the heavy favorite, but 
you have to watch out. They will 
be enthuastic. I've seen a lot of 
whacky things happen in tourna- 
ments and we have to prepare just 
like any other state tournament 
game.” 

Salem is coached by Chris 
Hanson, who played at St. John’s 
Prep. His top line consists of Jus- 

. -tin Wilkins, Ross Childs and Doug 
Donaldson. The top blueliner is 
senior captain Mark Guy, while 
Dan Lessiter is between the pipes. 
Those five guys have been the big 
reason why the team has finished 
11-7-2 which was good enough for 
the 12th seed in the 18-team tour- 

nament. 

Wilmington finished at 17-41, 
but were penalized for a victory, 
and were seeded fifth at 16-5-1. 

“That was my fault,” said 
Scanlon. “At the start of the sea- 
son we were told that you could 
play 22 games if two games were 
against a Division 1 Catholic 
School, or from one of the teams 
from the Cape and the Islands. We 
scheduled Nauset, and we had 
Central Catholic on our schedule. 
Sowe added the 22nd gameagainst 
Woburn. But Central Catholic 
didn’t count as the Catholic School 
- it’s supposed to be one of the big 
clubs like BC High, Xaverian or 
Catholic Memorial. I assumed 
Central Catholic counted and I 

« didn't check on it. That’s my fault. 
+ But it won't happen again.” 
+ If Wilmington wasn’t penalized 
* for the victory, they would have 
been seeded third facing Westford 
, Agademy. Scanlon feels that be- 
ing the fifth seed might be better. 
Should Wilmington beat Salem, 
they will face the winner of 
Amesbury/Masconomet inthesec-« 
+ ond round on Sunday at 
+ Chelmsford Forum with the time 
: to be announced. The ‘Cats are 


very familiar with both of those 
squads. They split two games 
against Amesbury, including win- 
ning 1-0 to capture the Cape Ann 
League title just two weeks ago. 
They also beat Masco twice. 

“If we get to play Amesbury 
again, that should be a tremen- 
dous game,” Scanlon said. “We're 
very comfortable with either team, 
but both of them could be trouble.” 

And if the ‘Cats should win 
their first two games, they could 
match-up with Danvers, the de- 
fending Division 2 champs from 
last year who ousted the ‘Cats in 
the semi-final round last year. 
Danvers is the seed at 17-3-0 and 
they will face the winner of 
Newburyport/North Reading. If 
they win that, they will face the 
winner of Lynnfield/Triton before 
they could possibly meet up with 
Wilmington in the semi-final 
rematch. 

“Danvers is a nice team,” said 
Scanlon. “The road to the title has 
to first go through the defending 
champs. Winthrop, St. Mary’s of 
Lynn, Amesbury, Lynnfield, Tri- 
ton, Peabody and Saugus are all 
solid teams. And I think Andover 
could be the darkhorse. They are 
playing very well.” 

As for the ‘Cats to do well in the 
tournament, Scanlon said they 
have to play the game they are 

capable of. 

“We have to play good team 
defense,” he said. “We have to 
make the most of our offensive 
opportunities and we have to get 
strong goaltending. Most impor- 
tantly we have to stay out of the 
penalty box. We've played some 
games undisciplined. If you do 
that in the tournament it'll kill 
you. You'll have a short life. The 
two games we played very well. 
We stayed out of the penalty box 
and we played three zones of 
hockey. Now we've had a few days 
off to cover everything from soup 
to nuts. So now it’s time to be 
ready to play.” 

Scanlon said he hopes he 
doesn’t have to skate his first two 
lines in the tournament. He said 
he would like to skate all three

retired he would let me know be-

Beaudet left Westford Acad- 
- emy because of what he called

“I thought I had turned the 
program around,” he said. “Be- 
fore I got there they didn’t have a 
winning season. [In my final year] 
Iwas asked to cut 25 players from 
the program. I didn’t want to do 
that, so I suggested to start up a 
freshmen program. The athletic 
director didn’t support methe idea. 

* We had philosophical differences, 
that’s all.” 

Aldo Caira insists that his fam- 
ily ties to the town manager did 
not play a role in his acquisition of 
the coaching position. 

“I applied for the job and had 
theinterview,” Caira said. “Andto 
be perfectly honest, I never told 
anyone in my family besides my 
wife and kids that I was applying 
for it until I got it. I didn’t tell my 
brother Mike. I think alot of people 
will think [I got it because of the 
political ties]. But I think people 
should look at my background and 
judge me for that.” 

Bob Gillis said he had no com- 
ment on the issue. 

As for the softball job, Bob 
Surran, who has coached youth 
baseball and youth softball for 16 

_ years, was named the head soft- 
ball coach. Surran does not have 


the political ties but he and Jim 
Gillis are good friends. Surran 
was chosen for the position in- 
stead of Leanne McConologue, who 
played at softball in high school 
and college. McConologue was also 
Lyman’s assistant the past few 
years. Leanne Harris, who played 
for Lyman and played at Salem 
State College, also applied for the 
position, while Audrey Cabral-Pini 
applied after spending the last 
handful of years as the JV coach. 

The hiring of Caira and Surran 
are not consistent with the deci- 
sions Jim Gillis has made in the 
past. Gillis tends to go for coaches 
who have played in both high 
school and college, and who have 
served as coaches on any kind of 
high school level. 

According to Principal Woods 
the selections of Caira and Surran 
made for a difficult process, but 
not because of the political impli- 
cations. 

“Inthe baseball position, it was 
very difficult between Aldo and 
Bob,” Woods said. “If Claude had 
gotten his application in on time, 
we would have seriously looked at 
him too. I thought Aldo had the 
stronger background, that’s all.” 

Whether or not both Aldo Caira 
or Bob Surran make great coaches 
or lousy ones isn’t the question 
here. Instead, it must be asked 
why just seven people applied for 
two jobs were held by two Hall of 
Fame coaches? 

Sevenpeople? That seems very 
hard to believe.

Even with three solid lines that

“More than any of year, it 
really comes down fo goaltending.

The Rams also have sopho- 
more Ryan Harris to fill in if any- 
thing happens to Brady. During 
the regular season, Harris went 4- 
1 during onestretch in which Brady 
was out with an injury. 

“You never know, your 
goaltender could be out at any 
time,” said Gordon. “Thekids have 
the confidence that the backup 
can play.” 

The kids have confidence in 
their goaltenders and in them- 
selves, The Rams closed the sea- 
son with a nine-game unbeaten 
streak (8-0-1). 

“With a kind of young team, it’s 
nice to have a hot hand going into 
the tournament, no doubt,” said 
Gordon, 

The Rams are young, as they 
have three freshmen and one 
sophomore among their top nine 
forwards, Freshman Bob 
Giordano, who led the Rams with 
36 points, centers the second line 
between junior Jeff Paquette and 
freshman Cory Daniels. 

The first line features a pair of 
revitalized seniors — Tewksbury 
residents Dave McCoy and Craig 
Boyle — centered by junior An- 
drew LaCombe.

A former NBA first round draft 
pick and member of the Boston 
Celtics, Bigelow has spent the past 
ten years advocating wholesale 
changes in youth sports for chil- 
dren in grades 8 and under. 

His primary goal is the reform 
or elimination of elite, all-star or 
travel teams in all sports. These 
programs, he argues, promote 
competitiveness at a time when 
children need to learn the bedrock 
sports lessons of teamwork, re- 
spect and hard work. 

“Ifyou anoint (particular kids) 
too early, you get prima-donnas in 
fourth and fifth grade, and those 
kids won't be team players a few 
years later, when other kids (physi- 
cally) catch up,” said Bigelow. 
“Plus, (travel and elite teams) 
freeze out late bloomers, and sub- 
liminally tell them they're not good 


Bigelow said travel teams are 
basically a reproduction of high 
school level athletics. The best 
kids are selected from one town, 
to travel and play the best kids 
from another town. He said this 
selective approach to youth sports 
is rycen and dangerous.

“Thad spent lifetime in basket- 
ball, and found out I was doing it 
wrong,” said Bigelow. “I took a 
harder look at myself and thésys- 
tem.” 

Bigelow spent a year research- 
ing the problem in the early 1990's. 
In 1993 he began appearing at 
publicspeaking engagements, and 
in 1995 he began to write about 
youth sports reform. It was re- 
cently released under thetitle “Just 
Let the Kids Play: How to Stop 
Other Adults From Ruining Your 
Childs Fun and Success i in Youth 
Sports.” 

Bigelow was a — school- 
boy and college basketball star. 
He was named one of the nation’s 
50 best high school players, and at 
Boston College played under fu- 
ture NBA Hall of Fame cgach 
Chuck Daly. He went on to play 
professionally for the Kansas City 
Kings, San Diego Clippers, and 
the Boston Celtics. 

It was during his last years as 
a professional that local-level 
sports programs were infiltrated 
by what he refers to as “All-Star 
Premier Syndrome.” Once he had 
researched the problem, it ‘had 
already taken root.

Before coming to the U.S., 
the children are cleared by doc- 
tors from Russia for travel, 
they receive full physicals from 
American physicians upon 
arrival and medical back up is 
available if a health problem 
should arise (the group is affili- 
ated with Boston's New 
England Medical Center).

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Local housing market 
sees slower sales pace 


The economic slowdown 
finally caught up with the Bay 
State housing market in 2001 as 
contraction in the labor mar- 
ket, a steady drop in consumer 
spending, and the temporary 
retreat of home buyers from 
the market following the U.S. 
terrorist attacks on Sept. 11 
dampened demand, according 
to data issued today by the 
Massachusetts Association of 
Realtors (MAR). Across the 
state, single-family homes sales 
fell for a second consecutive 
year in 2001, but selling prices 
continued an eight-year climb, 
due to price pressures caused 
by buyers being faced with a 
limited supply of homes for 
sale. 

The MAR report specifically 
shows sales of detached single- 
family homes declined 3.9 per- 
cent in Massachusetts during 
2001, from 46,302 units in 200 to 
45,514 this past year. 
Condominium sales also 
decreased a modest 1.1 per- 
cent, from 13,300 units a year 
ago to 13,151 in 2001. Even with 
the slower sales pace, the 57,665 
detached single-family homes 
and condos sold in 2001 is the 
fourth highest residential sale 
total in state history exceeded 
only by the years 1998-2000.
